These figures do but scant justice to

rent of buildings and land temporarily 
used, etc. 
These claims do not em- 


brace losses from the emancipation of 
slaves, the depredations of troops, and 
the casualties of the march and the 
battle field. Loyalty, moreover, on the 
claimant's part is made the condition of 
payment. 
But it is the avowed pur- 


pose of the confederate democracy to 
strike down every barrier which keeps 
the hands of disloyal claimants out of 
the treasury tills. Once let the princi- 
ple be recognized that disloyalty does 
not prejudice a southerners' claims for 
damages and compensation for losses 
sustained during the war, and the early 
period of reconstruction, and the horde 
of claimants will be increased a hun- 
dredfold. 
The solid south would then 


demand not only as much as the nation- 
al debt, but as much as all the state 
debts of Europe combined. 


In order that our readers may con- 


vince themselves of the reality of the 
dangers which are before the country, 
we have printed in black letter two of 
the most suspicious titles in the final 
installment of our Southern claims 
series. One is a bill proposing relief 
for the state of Georgia for the proceeds 
of all cotton taken from her possession 
by agents of the United States. It is

The other 
bill provides "that no claim shall be re- 
jected by reason of disloyalty, unless 
the proof is such a* will convict the 
claimant of treason." As nobody has 
been convicted of treason, not even 
Jefferson Davis, this is equivalent to 
saying that no claim shall be rejected 
by reason of disloyalty. Now put Con- 
gressman Hill's house bill No. 3,131 
side by side with this claim. It pro- 
vides for the abolition of the Court of 
Claims, and the enlargement of the ju- 
risdiction of the Circuit Court of the 
United States. It would enable every 
rebel to sue the Government for dam- 
ages resulting from the treason and dis- 
loyalty of the South. It would end in 
making the rebellion, which was put 
down at enormous cost to" the North, a 
most stupendous financial speculation 
for those who were whipped. 


"Bat 
these Confederate claims are 


excluded under the fourth section of 
the Fourteenth amendment." This is 
the answer which Democrats and list- 
less Republicans invariably make to 
charges like these. Now Senator Ed- 
munds is a thorough constitutional law- 
yer—one of the best in the country— 
and he says that neither the constitu- 
tion nor the amendments will stand in 
the way of rebel claims for property 
damaged by tho Union armies, or even 
of rebel pensions, if the distinction be- 
tween loyal and disloyal claimants be 
removed. 
As we have already shown, 


bills are now pending to give rebels a 
legal standing in the United States Cir- 
cuit Courts.

Xiie York Tribune, Sept. 18. 


One fact is worth more than a thous- 


and windy speeches. There is a prom- 
inent and zealous democrat in this city 
who has been particularly vociferous in 
advocating the election of Gen. Han- 
cock.

The price dropped 
three eights of 1 per cent during the 
day, although as yet the result in Maine 
was uncertain, and few failed to see that 
the fusion which existed there did not 
exist in other states. In London, also, 
a decline in tho price of American gov- 
ernment bonds was at once produced by 
the same fear of democratic success. 


Yesterday the news became more sat- 


isfactory to the republicans.

and had secured both houses of the 
legislature, three members of congress, 
the next senator from Maine, and prob- 
ably the governor, caused an immediate 
advance in governments.

shire, England, Feb. «d, 18,34. She was reared 
in the Episcopal church and received the rite 
of confirmation In her girlhood.

la the year MSO she and her husband came 


to America to try their fortunes in the New 
World. Landing at New Orleans, Nov. 27th, 
they found that they possessed only flve cents 
n money, and this with characteristic gener- 
osity was given to one whom they thought 
more needy than themselves. After a short 
lime they came to St. Louis, where they staid 
a few months, when seeing an advertisement 
written by Mr. William Martin, now deceased, 
offorlog inducements to a man and his wife to 
go upon his farm near MonticeUo, they went 
to that place and remained about eighteen 
months. In the year 1852 they came to DP en. 
tur, where by energy and industry they have 
obtained a competency. 


About seven years before her death it was 


ascertained that an ovarian tumor was being 
formed which gradually increased In size. She 
had frcq.uont attacks of severe illness during 
this period all apparently being the same 
trouble, which finally proved fatal on Satur- 
day, the 4th of September, 1880. 


Mrs. Hunsley was a woman of more than
